Among Lthe treasures
of the Usthedral of Valencls, aud side by side
with the firet shirt worn by the ‘infant Jesus,
and ‘the skeleton of ous of the lloly I?no-
eents,’ ja the ',olden comb of the Virgin.® It
is of antique form snd workmanship, with
teeth on both sides, and is richly jewelled.
A beantiful oasket in the same eathedral con-
taips the sanfo calix, or onp, nsed by Jedas
Christ at the Last Supper. It i of fine ony x,
studded with gems of rare value, has two

olden handles, and a stand of the same metal,
*huﬂo treasnres are not of great value, but they
are of peouliar iuterest, if only a8 showing how
blind to all probability or inguiry the Bpanish
bigotry which reveres them hag become. In
the saoristry of the splendid Cathedral of To-
ledo—s vast and magnificent galoon, painted
by Luc Jordan In the seventeemth centnry—
there are four statnes of massive silver, repre-
senting the four quarters of the world, each
figure leaniog on a globe. The Castodia, or
keeping-place for the Hoat, 18 more than nine
fewt high, wronght of massive gold and silver,
literally encrusted with diamonds aud other
very valuable precions stones. Awmong the
orpaments of the Virgin del Sagrario, an
image which is mnuch venerated, is a royal
orown of pure gold, studded with large dia-
monde and emeralds, with bracelets to matoh,
Bhe onoe possersed o nacklace of diamonds of
almogt pricelees valne, but it was stolem by
Mendizibel, during the civil war, and given by
him to his mistrese.” Her mantles are of gold
brocade, embroidered with large pearls, and
the altar on which she gtanda is of solid silver,
Behind her g an ootagonmal chapel ocon-
taining riches, in jewels, orosses, vases,
and  gtatues, that wonld go far towards
the purchagze o & Priﬂcifnlity. In thé
cathedral hundreds of priestds appear in
robes of gold and silver tissues, and under-
dreeses of the richest lace and most costly
needlework, The canons wear jewelled collara
of greal value, guch for value a8 bave never
been worn at Rome but apon the pergon of tha
Pontiff himselfl. A list of the ‘easures of
Nuestra Senora de Monteerrsy {ills a volume.
Most of the Roman Catholi, Bovgwisna of En-
rope, with countless v.inces and nobles, have
made eome offerin s {o this doll; bat it i3 a
ourious fact thel while cardivals, archbishops,
and bishorny have presented oostly robes,
lamps, 4nd jewels, the Popes, with the excep-
tion ¢of Adrian VI, who coffered a lamp and 200
unocats, bave contented themselves with
gending others to the sanctuary, and grant-
ing them indulgences. In the centre of the
principal chapel there are two silver lamps,
ench of which weighs one hundred and
twenty-five pounds, presented by Philip II
(of Bmithfield memory) and Philip IV; a
third lamp, exqnisitely chased, weighing
one hundred apd fifty pounds, was given
by the Grand Duke of Tuscany, in 1669.
A gilver ghip, weighing one hundred and
twenty-five pounds, of most delicate and bean-
tMul workmanship, was the gift of the Mar -
quesa de Castel Rodrigo in 1682, A lamp,
value 600 ducats, was presented by the Queen
of llenry IV of France. All these objecta are
of pure gilver, together with the iront and the
five steps of the grand aliar; and beeides these
treasures there is a throne of the same metal,
Om high festival days twenty-four candelabra
are wheeled out from the sacristy, and stand
before the grand altar; all are of solid silver,
and twelve of them are five fest high; six sil-
ver candlesticks, thirty-two inches high, are
uced for the daily service. There are three
gilver gilt crosses borme in the procession,
adorned with jewels, the largest of which
weighs one hundred pounds; two rods of eil-
ver gilt, one with an emersld of great value;
twenty-six obalices and mine salvers. Bat
these are nothing when compared with the
gems. The image of the Virgin Mary has
three crowns almost covered with din-
monds, emeralds, sapphires, and ru-
bies, presented by different worship-
pers. One of these crowns was made by a
Flemish monk in the convent, who
gpent twenty-seven years in the fabrication of
this and a similar one for the image of the in-
fant Jesus. Nearly as rich in church treasures
ia Beville. Daring the processions of the Holy
Week, when all the churches send ont atatues
larger than life into the public streets, an al-
most incaleulable amount of treasure is dis-
played. These wooden images are more than

royally apparelled, for some of the velvet
robes are twenty feet long, and so ocovered
with pearls and gold embroidery that mno
human being conld gnstain their weight. One
of the mantles is of dark blus velvet and gold,
and was presented by the late Quneen of the
French, Ehrla Awmdélie. Almost the whole
figure is dazzling with jewsels, and the statnes
from the principal churches have always &
orown of diamonds. Some of the processions
go through the streets at night, and on these
ooccasions the Eintforms on which the gronps
of images are borne are lighted with hundreds
of silver lamps."’
